Closures spread, seeks new talks 
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Alaska Sea vents its fury on huge cargo convoy 

Ice closes in on sea-train 


Hope dwindles daily for the 
success of the tl-billicm giant 
SeatUe-to-Prudhoe Bay sea- 
train which has been blocked 
for nearly six weeks by an Ice 
pack at Point.Barrow. Alaska. 

TV storm-lashed fleet of 23 
tugs and 47 barges has been 
circling between Point Lay 
and Icy Cape waiting for fa- 
voraMe win^ to move the ice 
barrier out of the way. 

A favorable wind Thursday 
opened a path in the ice and 
nine tugs towing 10 barges 
made a dash through the gap, 
but the wind shifted to the 
north and closed it before the 
rest of the largest tug and 
barge fleet in the history of 
the Alaskan Arctic could make 
its way through. 

The sea-tram is carrying 
high-priority items for the 
Prudhoe Bay oil fields, includ¬ 
ing parts of multi-stoi'ey sta¬ 
tion complexes that perfom a 
variety of functions. They are 
so huge they can be moved 
only by sea. 

The Vahcouver-based Arctic 
Transportation Oo. Ltd., con¬ 
sortium expects a decision 
will have to be made by Sept. 
15 whether to wait for a beak 
in the weather and try to 
round the point, or return to 
Seattle. 

George Tait. vice-president 
of operations, said if the deci¬ 
sion is to retuni, much of the 
equipment will be taken 
ashore and stored at Alaskan 
points such as Anchorage and 
Seward. 

“'n>is is the worst ice e.vT>e- 
ricnced in more than 50 
years," he said in an inter¬ 
view from Vancouver. 

Tait said the part of the 
fleet that made it through the 
'‘"•'•gifT Is at Smith’s Bay and is 
moving "very slowly’’ 
through the ice. 

Last week the ice-plagued 
sea-train took a severe beat-

churning tlirough tlie ice- 
clogged waters about 85 miles 
cast ^ Pc^t Bamnv.

Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat angrily attacked critics 
of the new Egyptian-Israeli 
interim peace agreement 
Thursday and accused the So¬ 
viet Union of trying to divide 
tlie Arabs. 

He was unusually stmng jn 
his criticism of Egypt’s Arab 
allies — particularly Syria 
and Palestinian groups — who 
refuse to recognize the e.xis- 
tence of Israel and reject any 
idea of a peaceful settlement 
of the Middle East conflict. 

He displayed a TlegreF-nf 
anger the Egyptian people 
have probably never seen be- 
foi'e wlien lie ripj)ed into the 
Soviet Union. 

He scathingly referred to 
Soviet crldcism of the accord, 
signed in Geneva earlier in 
the day, and accused the Sovi¬ 
ets of openly trying to split 
Arab ranks.

Almost shouting, he said the 
altitude adopted by Moscow 
amounted to a ‘‘flagrant in¬ 
citement and an attempt to 
divide the Arab nation.” 

Raising his voice a number 
of times during a speech on 
television, broadcast live 
throughout the Arab world, 
Sadnt directed his wrath 
mainly at those who have ac- 


Sudan regime toppled 


CAIRO (UPI) — tlie Sudanese 
army early Fiiday toppled the regime 
of President Jaafar Numeiry today, 
the Middle East NeWs Agency report¬ 
ed. 

In a dispatch frem Khartoum, the 
agency quoted a statement by Lt.- 
Col. Hassan Hussein Osman announc¬ 


ing dissolution of the Arab socialist 
union, people’s council, the cabinet, 
and the national security authority. 

TTic agency said Osman announced 
‘‘the immediate release of all political 
prisoners” detain^ in Sudanese jails. 
It made no mention of the fate of 
Numeiry, 43, who came to power in 
1969. 


cused him cf acting against 
tlie best interesiB of the Arab 
cause. 

”If our aim was solely the 
recovery of Sinai, we would 
have achieved far more than 
we did.” he declared. Tlie new 
agreement does not realize 
what I w anted, it is just an- 
otlier step on the path to 
peace and a breakthrough in 
the stalemate.” 

Sadat expressed his thanks 
to United States President 
Ford, saying his personal ef¬ 
forts had played a large role 
in securing the agreement. 

His criticism of Russia was 
apiJarcntly prompted by .Mos¬ 
cow’s refusal to attend the 
signing of the Israeli accord 
in Geneva, and by a message 
to Damascus from Moscow, 
informing Syria of that deci¬ 
sion. 

Sadat said Egypt had been 
offered back the w'hole of the 
Sinai desert — seized by 
Israel in 1967 — In return flJr 
ending the state of bellij^r- 
enev with the Jewish state. 

But he had refused for the 
.sake of Syria and the Pales¬ 
tinians. 

Of Syrian criticism, he 
said; 

“I am sad and hurt ... We 
are comrades in arms. What 
thev are doing hurts me and 
makes me very sad.” 

“What is happening is a 
tragedy,” he declared. ‘”11115 
is what Israel wants, to divide 
the Arabs — and we give 
them this on a plate.” 


Pulpmen 
irked 
by move 


VANCOUVER (CP) - Ne¬ 
gotiators for 29,000 Interna¬ 
tional Woodworkers of Ameri¬ 
ca members cai the coast 
agreed Thursday to seek new 
meetings with negotiators for 
B.C.’s forest industry. 

A union spokesman said the 
union’s negotiating committee 
doesn’t beUeve a strike at this 
time would be useful. (See 
also on Page 35.) 

But the leaders of the two 
pulp unions already on strike 
disagreed in separate inter- 
Niew-s after the IWA’s position 
w'as announced. 

Art Gruntman of the Cana¬ 
dian Paperworkers Union. In- 
terview'ed by telephone from 
Edmonton,- said he can’t 
understand the IWA’s posi¬ 
tion. 

And Reg Ginn of the Pulp, 
Par>er and Woodworkers of 
Canada said the IWA should 
"get its head screwed on 
right” and the industry will 
increase proposals made in a 
report by Mr. Justice Henry 
Hutcheon only after the IWA 
goes on strike. 

Don Lanskail, president of 
Forest Industrial Relations 
which negotiates for the in¬ 
dustry, said he is prepared at 
any time to meet IW’A negoti¬ 
ators to clarify parts of the 
non-binding report, but not to 
Improve on recommendations. 

The rVi'A spokesman, in a 
prepared statement, quoted 
union regional head Jack 
Munro as saying a strike by 
the union, whose membership 
is already generally unem¬ 
ployed. would put no further 
pressure on the companies. 

“Munro added the employ¬ 
ers are the only people who 
can make the report accept¬ 
able to the IW.\ membership 
and they should recognize 
that fact.” said the spokes¬ 
man. 

The shutdowTi of \ho in¬ 
dustry continued Thursday. 

MacMillan Bloedel Ltd., the 
integrated leader in tlie in¬ 
dustry, reported all but 300 of 
15,000 hourly-paid workere 
were either on strike or laid 
off. 

<\nd F.I.R. vice-president 
Keith Bennett said 80 per cent 
of the logging and wood pro¬ 
duction mills are idle, al> 
tliough Ginn said ‘Thursday 
the unions will not be picket¬ 
ing independent firms — their 
battle is with the nuilti-na- 
tional, integrated companies. 

The 13,000 pulp workers 
went on strike July 16 and 
picketing was escalated this 
week, although the IWA, 
which said 22.000 of its 
workers are already unem¬ 
ployed because of poor mar¬ 
kets or picketing before this 
w'eek, has objected. 

MacMillan Bloedel, which 
represents 30 per cent of the 
productive capacity of the 
wood industry, said its only 
work being done is gn some 
roads in a few- logging divi¬ 
sions on Vancouver Island. 

At Port Alice. 80 of 400 
membei's of Canadian Paper- 
workers Union Local 514 
show'ed up at the struck 
Rayonier of Canada pulp mill 
and sjuperxisors who have 
been doing maintenance ^de¬ 
cided against crossing the 
line, 

Tahsis Co. Ltd. is down ex¬ 
cept for some logging around 
Gold River and Zeballos. 

Crown Zellerbach on the 
coast is described as partially 
down. 


‘Justice in chaos with ethics in vacuum’ 


GENEVA (CP) - The 
criminal justice system must 
be rooted in morality and 
based on rea.son if It is to re¬ 
tain public support, the fifth 
United Nations congress on 
crime wm toW to^ay. 

W. T. McGralli. execuUxe 
director of the Canadian 
Criminology and Corrections 
.Vssociation. suggested that 
the C^anadian system is in 
chaos because of an ethical 
vacuum. 

“I suspect that certain 


forms of petty theft are now 
so common in Canada that 
they no longer shwk the pub¬ 
lic and. unless this change in 
attitudes can be reversed, we 
.may be forced to consider 
them regulatory offences,” he 
said in a prepared speech re¬ 
leased in advance of delivery. 

"1 doubt if many Canadians 
would be embarrassed if con¬ 
victed of smuggling goods 
across the boixler, or income 
tax evasion, of pilfering from 
an employer, or cheating tlie 


public insurance or public 
welfare sy.stem, or even graft, 
although they would, no 
doubt, regret any penalty they 
were forced to pay. 

"It should be noted that in 
all these offences the victim 
is the government or a co- 
tHiration rather than an indi¬ 
vidual.” 

McGrath said religion had 
proved too narrow a basis for 
criminal justice but in reject¬ 
ing it, Canada also had reject¬ 
ed morality. 


“The result is a confusion of 
aims, policies and practices 
that borders on chaos.” 

The most notable exception 
to the tendency to play down 
moral factors w as In the area 
of prisoners’ rights. One re¬ 
sult was the erosion of author¬ 
ity of prison staffs, who no 
longer knew' w’hat they were 
supposed to be doing. 

“All of this discussion of 
morality puts'the emjihasls on 
rights,” McGrath said. “None 


of it puts the emphasis on re¬ 
sponsibilities.” 

Many prisoners had been 
convinced by “a twisted ver¬ 
sion of social science” that 
they weren’t responsible for 
wiiat they had done. 

This raised the moral ques¬ 
tion of free will. If an Individ¬ 
ual was simply the product of 
his heredity and environment, 
the implications for punish-

^Underdog’ Barrett 
sees gangup on right 


Premier Barrett cast his New Demo¬ 
cratic Parly in the role of political un¬ 
derdog Thursday, then quickly denied 
that he w'as launching his next election 
theme. 

In a spontaqeouS attack on Social 
Credit leader William Bennett, the pi-e- 
mier said he was now convinced that 
there was an organized plot by big busi¬ 
ness and Social (?i*edit to “gang up on 
the NDP.” 

Bennett laughed at the criticism and 
suggested that mayl>e the premier had 
“got too much California sun” on his 
vacation. 

In his statement to reixuneni Bareett 
pointed to a current television commer¬ 
cial series being sponsored by Social 
Credit as an attempt to “soft-sell the 
people ol B.C. witli soap commercials.” 

“But it won’t wash with the people,” 
he sail. 

He said the official opposition party 
was being run by the “same old vested 
interests, the same old group in down¬ 
town V'’ancouver who are making a deli¬ 
berate attempt to sell a packaged politi¬ 
cian.” 

Asked if he was- unveiling his plat¬ 
form for his tour around B.C. later this 


month, tlie premier quickly denied the 
suggestion. 

“I’m going to lo'JT the province start¬ 
ing about the middle of this month and 
I’m going to tell the people what we 
have accomplished,” he said. “I’m going 
to remind them how we have saved the 
land> how we have appointed an opposi¬ 
tion chairman to tlie public accounts 
committee. I’m going to tell them what 
we have accomplished.” 

It W'as his one brief diversion from 
the attack-Bennett theme. 

”We are the underdogs In this prov'- 
ince right now,” he said. “Just ask your¬ 
self where all the money for those TV 
ads running on American stations is 
coming from. 

“The small people w-ho founded Social 
Credit are being pushed right out of the 
picture by the big boys.” 

Barrett has not yet released the de¬ 
tails of his province-wide tour but it is 
knowTi that he w'lU be in Penticton on 
Sept. 11 to address the annual conven¬ 
tion of the Union of B.C. Municipalities. 

The tour is expected to extend over a 
month w'ith each leg of the tour broken 
by a brief return to Victoria to keep up 
w ith routine business.

MONTRE.\L ((n>) - The 
Jerome Le Royer ScJicol Cbni- 
mission has closed its 11 ele¬ 
mentary schools in east-end 
St. Leonard until Monday to 
“straighten everj'thing out” 
concerning the admission of 
immigrant children to its 
English-language schools. 

The decision to close the 
schools came Thureday after 
hundreds of parents in the 
area kept their children home 
following their failure to have 
them enrolled in English-lan¬ 
guage schools of the commis¬ 
sion. 

Raphael ladeluca, chairman 
of the commission, said the 
schools were closed to allow 
time to place the children in 
accordance with the Official 
Language Act, known as Bill 
22 . 

The commission earlier no¬ 
tified several hundred im¬ 
migrant parents by letter that 
their children would have to 
attend French schools. The 
letters said the children had 
failed to prove “sufficient 
knowledge” of English to at- 
t e n d • English-language 
schools. 

Under regulations of the 
act, children whose mother 
tongue is not English must 
demonstrate proficiency in 
the language or attend French 
schools.

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CANBERRA (AP) ~ 
Armed rebels hijacked an 
Au.stralian air force transiwrt 
plane in Portuguese Timor on 
Thureday night and forced the 
pilot to fly tliem to Darwin. 
.\usti’alia immediately or¬ 
dered suspension of all relief 
flights to the colony. 

The rebels were believed to 
belong to one of two rival in- 
idepedence groups fighting for 
control of Portuguese Timor, 
a territory about *450 miles 
north of Darw’in that becomes 
indepedenCin 1978. 

Tlie plane was on loan to 
the International Red Ooss 
and had landed at the centre 
of Bacau to deliv'er a load of 
medical supplies for victims 
of the Portuguese territory’s 
; i\ I) war. 


Mlien it landed, it was 
rushed by the insurgents, 30 
pereons boarded it and the 
pilot W’as ordered to take off 
at gunpoint. Defence Minister 
William Morrison said. 

When the aircraft landed at 
Dan\'in buses w'ent to it and 
police took all 50 passengers 
to t h e police station under 
armed escort. 

A government official said 
they all had been charged 
with being illegal immigrants. 
He said this was a holding 
charge while the government 
and police decided on further 
action.

It's business as usual in 
Vancouver Island area super¬ 
markets today but cash regis¬ 
ters .in their I-ower Mainland 
c<junterparts will be silent. 

The B.C. Food Council an¬ 
nounced Thursday it would 
lock out retail clerks today at 
its more than 100 Lower 
Mainland member super¬ 
markets - a move that would 
effectively shut down all but 
corner grocery stores. 

The f(Kxl council acted on 
its Ijckout threat after it re¬ 
ceived no assurance from the 
three unions — retail clerks, 
bakery workers, and meat 
cutters involved in the dis- 
t)ule that they would give 
three day’s notice of any pick¬ 
eting to allow stores to unload 
perishables. 

Lower Mainland bakery 
workers and meatcutters 
were locked out last week but 


didh't picket which aBowed 
retail clerks to continue work. 

In Victoria, only bakery 
wvrkers at the Fort and Foul 
Bay Safeway have been off 
the job. 

A local supermarket official 
Thursday agi'eed with meal- 
cutters’ union president 
George Johnston’s statements 
to the Colonist Wednesday 
that the dispute could be 
fought and settled on the 
Loer Mainland as it was in 
1969. 

The official said no strike or 
lockout notice had been 
served on either management 
or the meatcutters and retail 
unions. 

He said that the affected 
Victoria area stores—10 Safe- 
w^ays. three Shop Eesy 
stores, an Economarti and 
Maverick Market — were con¬ 
tinuing to stock perishables. 

The Fort and Foul Bay ^- 
feway which had let its per¬ 
ishable stocks diminish in an¬ 


ticipation of a shutdown is 
now re-ordering, according to 
the official. 

Victoria area stores were 
bound as members of the 
Food Council to lock out tlieir 
meatcutters if members of 
that union proceeded to strike 
Super-Valu on the Lower 
Mainland. 

B.C. Food Council member 
stores elsewhere on Vaiv 
couver island were expected 
to remain outside the dispute 
entirely as were the large in¬ 
dependents and corner gro¬ 
cery stores in the Victoria 
area. 

The unions have rejected an 
industry offer of a $1.30-an- 
hour increase in contracts of 
just under a year. The propos¬ 
al would have raised the base 
rates to $7.95 an hour for 
meatcutters, $7.25 an hour for 
clerks, and $8.51 an hour tor 
bakery workers. 

In Ottawa, Beryl Plumptre, 


chairman of the federal Food 
Prices Review Board, said 
Thursday the B.C. govern¬ 
ment should exercise leader¬ 
ship and intervene in a search 
for a settlement in a dispute 
that threatens to close the 
Vancouver and Victoria area 
supermarkets. 

. B.C. Labor Minister Wil¬ 
liam King said maybe Mrs. 
Plumptre was unware that 
the provincial government 
had already interv'ened via 
his department in the dispute 
but had been unable to come 
up with any solid recommen¬ 
dations. ^ 

Premier Barrett suggested 
Mrs. Plumptre was "just 
playing politics. If she wants 
something to attack she , 
s*hould attack the latest deci¬ 
sion of the Bank of Canada to 
raise interest rates thus mak¬ 
ing it even harder for people 
to purchase their own 
homes.’’

THAT respected journal, the Christian 
Science Monitor, recently did a survey of its 
roaders, asking what city, outside of the 
United States, they would move to if they had 
to move. 

The 10 most livable cities, in their estima¬ 
tion, went like this: London, Paris, Munich, 
Vancouver. Copenhagen. Zurick, Vienna, 
Geneva. Montreal and Edinburgh. 

I can understand the option for London, 
^liich may well be the most civilized city in 
the world. It has everything going for it 
s;Ki;;jing. shows, history, a not-so-bad cli¬ 
mate and that rare attribute, civility. 

I can make no comment on most of the 
others, save Vancouver and Monti-eal. 

THE OTHER NIGHT on TV, author Mor- 
decai Richler, commenting on Montreal, the 
city of his birth, said, "... this is one of the 
very special cities on this continent." 

With a low bow to Richler’s immense lit- 
erary^alent, I respectfully suggest his centre 
of gravity is out a foot in such flowery praise 
of Morayal. 

Montreal is a big, dirty, slum-ridden, foul- 
weather megalopolis with few redeeming fea¬ 
tures other than those of a culinary nature. 
The traffic is a mind-searing nightmare, the 
pedestrian being considered fair game at any 
and all times. 

Possibly a nice place to visit, but not to 
live. 

VANCOUVER ranked fourth, ^ which is 
also somewhat surprising. A better climate 
than that of Montreal, a much more magnifi¬ 
cent setting, a mother lode of recreational 
outlets. But also a traffic nightmare and a 
cUy that has been desecrated by th^ uncon¬ 
trolled highrise syndrome — certainly no¬ 
body could say the west end or English Bay 
area is beautiful anymore. The urban sprawl 
is rapidly putting It in megalopolis stature as 
well. Nice for a weekend visit, but to live? 
W’hy be masochistic? 

If. heaven forbid, I had to j)ick a city 
other than Victoria in which to live, the soul- 
searching would be long and traumatic. 

?X)R PURE bucolic living, the unhurried 
pace, the grace of well mannered people, 1 
suppose it would be difficult to find a more 
enchanting place than Charlotteto\^, P.E.I. 
Maybe I am still influenced by the Anne of 
Green Gables charm. 

London, Ontario, is a strikingly ^)eautiful 
city — a city of flowers and gardens much 


Dear Dr. TlKwk'Hon: I have 
a problem I’m sure many 
others have. I am 60 years old 
and taking medicine for high 
blood pressure. Sometimes I 
foi^et to take a tablet, so I 
am concerned about the ef¬ 
fect. What would occur if 1 
were to miss one, or if I were 
to take' two at once to make 
up for this? — D.B.L. 

. Your problem is not a .silly 
erne. The seriousness of miss¬ 
ing medication depends on 
several factors: the type, the 
frequency with which it is to 
be taken, etc. I assume you 
must take your medicine 
twice a day. In that case 
missing one could be more 
serious than missing a dosage 


like Victoria — a bigger city. yes. but a big¬ 
ger city that retains much of the small city 
amenity. Ottawa is clean, beautiful and dull, 
but, I’m told, a fine place to bring up a fami¬ 
ly- 

The rest of Eastern Canada I would pass. 
-If it .was a necessity, I could live in Toronto, 
a far friendlier place than myth would have 
you believe and it does possess the best 
transpertation system in North America. 

NO MATTER where you would move out 
there on the Prairies, you would be at the 
mercy of the elements. One place is hardly 
lietter than another, although the Chinooks 
that hit Calgary make it slightly more habi¬ 
table. Winter, however, is a fact of brutal life 
be it in Winnipeg, Regina, Edmonton, Cal¬ 
gary or Saskatoon. 

Winnipeg is, to me, one of the most hand¬ 
some of all Canadian cities. Those broad 
sti-eets, the thousands of trees shading the 
residential areas and friendly, friendly peo¬ 
ple. But you must be prepared to put up with 
humid summers, giant mosquitoes and snow 
storms of almost unbelievable fury.

Silence threat 
to -governments 


OTTAWA (CP) — A call for 
closer contact between gov- 
eminent and the governed 
continued Thursday as a Uni- 
\ersity of Toronto professor 
told a group of bureaucrats 
that "the conspiracy of si¬ 
lence. that prevails in our fed¬ 
eral and provincial govern¬ 
ments seems to me to put 
their continued existence in 
jeopardy." 

Douglas Hartle, pax)fessor of 
economics, told the Canadian 
Institute of Public Adminis¬ 
tration that there is a crisis of 
confidence and governments 
must reveal more to the peo¬ 
ple. 

*‘T would prefer to trust the 
partially infoimed many to 
tlie well infoimed few." 

In calling for more informa- 
ti(Mi from governments, Har¬ 
tle was repeating a theme 
that has recurred since the in¬ 
stitute began meeting Tues¬ 
day to look at the shaiie of 
government in the 1980s. 
Speakers have differed in 
their priorities for future gov¬ 
ernments, but all have called 
for more public participating 
in the decision-making 
process. 

"Tile public needs the infor- 
mat^n that will allow it to 
identify when a good man is 
doing good — whether it be 
politician or bureaucrat." 
Hartle said, "fn a stale of ig¬ 
norance. fools and knaves are 
indistinguishable from wise 
men and saints." 

The institute, formed from 
public servants from three 
levels of government, has 
l)een told by virtually all 
speakers that there must be a 
greater flow* of information, 
and better co-ordination be¬ 
tween various governments, if 
their credibility is to be main¬ 
tained. 

Earlier Thursday, a .series 
of streakers agreed that some- 
. l.hing must be done to elemi- 
natc duplication among the 


various levels of government 
and co-ordinate programs so 
taxpayers won’t be forced to 
foot the bill for Inefficiency. 
But there was disagreement 
on how this should be ac¬ 
complished. 

Ian Macdonald, president of 
York University, suggested 
that governments get together 
and discuss specific ptrograms 
with a view to eliminating du¬ 
plication. Previous attempts 
to accomplish this through 
constitutional reform have 
failed, he said. 

But Peter Aucoin, of Dal- 
housle University’s school of 
administration, disagreed. He 
said governments simply will 
not give <ip programs unless 
they are forced to under the 
constitution. And he suggested 
that they decide .through con¬ 
stitutional reform, their areas 
of jurisdiction.

Sinai pact 
irks Russia 


In Tel Aviv, Israeli Prime 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin said 
he believed the Soviet Union 
would continue to fill Egypt’s 
arsenal despite the rift be¬ 
tween Cairo and Moscow. 

Following word of the Sovi¬ 
et stance in Genev'a bn Thurs¬ 
day, the U.S. also decided not 
to attend the signing ceremo¬ 
ny, but a state department 
spokesman said, "We don’t 
make a big thing out of it." 

The pact, signed in less 
than 10 minutes in almost 
total silence, calls for Israel 
to withdraw its forces in Sinai 
and give up the Abu Rudeis 
oil-fields, and for Egypt not to 
threaten force or military 
blockade against Israel. 

About 200 American civilian 
technicians are to man early- 
warning radar stations in the 
Gidi and Mitla Passes in Sinai 
to monitor any violations. 

In Washington, John Spark¬ 
man, chairman of the Senate 
foreign relations committee, 
said many questicxis re¬ 
mained unanswered about the 
Sinai agreement, and that he 
d i d not know whether 
Congress w'ould approve use 
of the technicians. 

Sparkman spoke to report¬ 
ers after he and other ccai- 
gressional leaders had break¬ 
fast with Presidernt Fbrd and 
State Secretary Henry Kis¬ 
singer. Many of the congres¬ 


sional leaders said the Ford- 
Kissinger presentation was in¬ 
complete, particularly con- 
cemiiig aid figures. 

They said Kissinger had in¬ 
dicated Israeli aid this year 
would run about $2.5 billion, 
with Egypt to get between 
$(i00 million and $800 million 
in economic assistance. 

Administration and congres¬ 
sional sources in Washington 
said U.S. economic commit¬ 
ments from the new Middle 
East agreement would cost at 
least $9 billion over the next 
three years. 

Kissinger said 'Thursday. 
"The American people will 
know everything we are com¬ 
mitted to" in the new Israeli- 
Egyption aigreement. 

He said the "additional 
cdst" to the United States 
would be "somewhat less than 
a billion dollars a year." 

Kissinger said he agreed to 
a suggestion by Senator 
Frank Oiurch, Idaho Demo¬ 
crat, that legislation approv¬ 
ing the stationing of U.S. ci¬ 
vilian technicians in the Sinai 
include a requirement that 
they be withdrawTi immedi¬ 
ately if new hostilities broke 
out. 

The United Nations is ex¬ 
pected to ask for few, if any, 
additi(Hial C^anadians to join 
an expanded Middle East 
emergency force made neces¬ 
sary by the new Israeli-Egyp- 
tian agreement on the Sinai 
Desert, according to Ottawa 
officials. 

It is expected that the 
almost 1,000 Canadians in the 
Middle East will be adequate, 
at least initially.

First-day busing 
largely peaceful 


LOUISVILLE. Ky. (UPI) - 
Three violent confrontations 
beitween police and antibusing 
demonstrators Thursday 
marred an otherwise peaceful 
first day in the largest U.S. 
court-ordered new desegrega-. 
tion busing program. 

Thirteen pei^Jle, one of 
them a woman, were arrested 
following street fighting be¬ 
tween police and demon¬ 
strators in the downtown area 
and in another incident at a 
predominantly white high 
school. 

Officials said four police¬ 
men and two protestors re¬ 
ceived minor injuries. 

'Two newsmen at an an¬ 
tibusing rally site also were 
roughed up by a demon¬ 
strator. 

By late afternoon, antibus¬ 
ing activities began tapering 
off, and only 100 people 
showed up for a planned 
rally. 

Charges against those 
arrested ranged from unlaw¬ 


ful assembly and disorderly 
conduct to harassment and 
assaulting a police officer. 

The only incident in the 
merged Jefferson Cixint>- 
Luuisville school system, or¬ 
dered desegregated racially 
last July, was a rock-throwing 
incident at suburban Fairdale 
high school which resulted in 
the arrests of one l8-year-old 
and two juveniles. School of¬ 
ficials said demonstrators at¬ 
tempted to block buses con¬ 
taining blacks. 

Ten bomb threats were re¬ 
ported during the day, all in 
predominantly White areas, 
but all were apparently hoax 
calls. 

Attendance was down about 
50 per cent, 57,521 of 130,000, 
caused mostly by anti-busing 
groig)S who boycotted the 
schools the first day. 

The protestors, shouting, 
"we want freedom”, clashed 
W'ith police at a downtow'n 
shopping mall where five 
were arrested, and later out¬ 
side the main post office.

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Tory troubles 


P ROGRESSIVE CX3NSE2RVATIVE colleagues of 
Ontailo MP James Gillies were quick to come 
down on him heavily for the criticism he voiced in 
Toronto the other day of the party’s perfomiance. 

A possible contendei' for the leadership of the 
PCs at next February’s national convention when 
Robert Stanfield is scheduled to step aside, Mr. 
Gillies was blunt in his appraisal of the Tories’ fail¬ 
ures at the polls. 

In what amounts to an accusation of Mr. Stan¬ 
field botching his job, with the Tories a ^sorgan- 
ized, undisciplined and divided lot, there is “more 
truth than poetry.’* 

At least this is the feeling of many supporters 
of conservatism who sec indecision os the root 
cause of the poor showings of the party not only in 
attempting to win majority power but in official 
Opposition performance. 

It is more than that, though. And those who 
are shouting “low blows” with Mr. Gillies making 
irresponsible statements and unjustified insulting 
of the present leader, are failing to appeciate what 
he is really saying. 

In his call for frank assessment of the reasons 
for rejection and the taking of corrective measures 
immeiately, Mr. Gillies sees, as so many of the 
voters do, a straying from pfiuty principles to the 
point where there is too much likeness between the 
Conservatives and Libei^s. 

“People must know what the party stands for 


. . . We’ve got to aiticulate our vievvs weH so when 
we go to the country in 1978, people wiU have a 
clear-cut choice.” 

It’s just as another potential candidate for the 
leadership has been saying. Allan Lawrence, also 
an Ontario Tory MP, wants his party to “reform” 
itself and become more truly conservative. 

His view of party problems, as reported by 
eprrespondent Richard Jackson from Ottawa last 
mqnth in two different articles, is that there is lit¬ 
tle to distinguish between the C ons e rvatives and 
Liberals; yes, and the New Democrats too, on the 
federal front at least. 

He would take control of the party from the 
hands of the “backroom boys”—the appointed of¬ 
ficials in the headquarters organization who, as 
Jackson pointed out, “masterminded the deposing 
of three-timer winner John Diefenbaker and the 
elevation of three-time loser Robert Stanfield as 
leader.” 

And he would move the Progressive Conserva¬ 
tives to its proper place “on the right:” 

He spoke of the need for a “responsible, re¬ 
sponsive and representative political organhation” 
in the reformation of the Tories to true conseiwa- 
tism. 

But he escaped the abuse that has been 
thrown at Mr. Gillies because, while he pointed a 
finger at Robert Stanfield’s record, he didn’t jab it 
nearly as much.

A growing risk 


Head of the high-pay parade 


"COR MONTHS THE CANADIAN organizing com- 
-*■ mittee for the 1976 Olympic Games and the 
European Broadcastog Union have been at odds 
over the price that should be paid for television 
rights outside North America. The organizers orig¬ 
inally set out to obtain $20.9 million from five in¬ 
ternational networks represented in negotiations 
by the EBU, which had in mind something more 
like the $1.7 million it paid for the rights for the 
1972 Olympics in Munich. In mid-August the Mon¬ 
treal committee rejected an EBU offer of $9.3 
million. That is where the matter has been left 
despite wamirigs that the overseas networks can¬ 
not go higher. 

One such warning came immediately after the 
rejection, from Sir Charles Curran, director- 
general of the British Broadcasting Corporation 
and presid«it of the EBU: 

“Further negotiations over the 1976 Olympic 
Games depend on the committee realizing that 
there is nd more money available. Indeed, even the 
last half-million dollars of the EBU’s offer of $9.3 
million depends on further consultation with EBU 
members. The deadline is Sept 1 and there is no 
room for Canadian illusions.” 

The beginning of September has come and 
gone and it seems to be conceded that the end of 
the month would not be too late for an agreement. 


Not everyone, moreover, is pessimistic. The vice- 
president of the International Olympic Committee, 
Willi Daume, said at the time of the rejection that 
the organizing committee and the television groups 
were trying to bluff each other. And more recently, 
the president of the IOC, Lord Killanin, said he was 
confident an agreement would be reached early in 
September. 

But, whether it’s bluff or not, we now have the 
director of the EBU’s legal division. Dr. George 
Straschnow, saying in Geneva that he has definite¬ 
ly given up hope for world-wide direct television 
coverage of the Montreal Games; that there have 
been no signs of a second thought by the Canadians 
and no plans for further negotiations. 

And, whether it’s bluff or not, the organizing 
committee’s refusal to reconsider $9.3 million can¬ 
not be sustained much longer without a high risk 
of losing this much-needed revenue. 

It’s a risk shared by taxpayers who probably 
will have to pay for an Olympics deficit. 

But not only the money is important. 

If the overseas world is “blacked out,” Mon¬ 
treal, Quebec and the whole country will be de¬ 
prived of favorable publicity which has been count¬ 
ed as part of the value of the Games. It’s not a way 
to make friends. 


Belated call for leadersKip 


One of the argumente 
ag€dnst price-income curbs in 
last year’s electicMi campaign 
was lack of federal authority.* 
The Trudeaucrats maintained 
that even if mandatory price- 
income controls were an ef¬ 
fective anti-inflation measure 
— which they denied — the 
federal government could not 
make them stick without full 
provincial backing. In our fed¬ 
eral system, Ottawa simply 
had no jurisdiction over most 
of the matters involved and 
getting wholehearted support 
from all the provinces ap¬ 
peared unlikely. 

This particular excuse fbr 
not even trying to cheek infla¬ 
tion fell by the political road¬ 
side when the provincial pre¬ 
miers urged the Trudeau gov¬ 
ernment from their meeting 
in Newfoundland to take a lead 
in arresting the price-income 
spiraL 

The provinces, the spekes- 
^ man for the premiers said, 
were “ready to face reality” 
and called on the federal gov¬ 
ernment to provide leader¬ 
ship. 

it ir it 

The call comes a year too 
late. Thirteen months of ^- 
rocketing costs and prices 
have already played havoc 
with the economy that cannot 
be undone by measures which 
were meant to be preventive 
and might have served their 
intended purpose had voters 
had the sense to back them in 
the 1974 election. By now the 
price-income controls the pro¬ 
vincial premiers urge Ottawa 
to introduce can at best only 
slew down the mad spin. 
(Which is what the Labor gov¬ 
ernment in Britain is trying to 
do by belatedly resorting to 
mandatory price-income con¬ 
trols and thereby making 
them respectable in our 
“progressive” circles which a 
year ago heaped contempt 
and ridicule on advocates of 
such a course.) 

Even a belated slowcipwn of 
inflation is, of course, prefera¬ 
ble to doing nothing hnd wait¬ 
ing with closed eyes for the 
whole thing to crash and fly 
apart in splinters. 

It’s a pity, though, that the 
premiers couldn’t bring them- 
eelves to face the perfectly 
obvious economic reality 
when the anti-irtflatlon pro-

gram they now urge Ottawa 
to initiate nationally was of¬ 
fered to voters in a federal 
election. Had they endorsed 
such a program then, it would 
have been difficult, perhaps 
impossible, for Trudeau to 
oon the electorate with phony 
assurances that all was well 
and that he would wrestle in¬ 
flation to the ground without 
distuibdng anybody if . re¬ 
turned to office. Spotlighting 
Trudeau’s election fraud by 
the piUjtiers then might have 
prevented a lot of damage to 
the country. 


While the premiers can be 
blamed for lack of realism, 
foresight and perhaps 
courage, the responsibility for 
doing nothing for a whole 
year after the election falls 
primarily on Trudeau’s 
shoulders because it is his 
basic task as head of the fed¬ 
eral government to provide 
national leadership. Lack of 
jurisdiction is no excuse for 
letting things slide. Without 
federal Initiative cmd lead, no 
consensus can develop <»i any 
but the simplest routine mat¬ 
ters. 

Using absence of cons«wu8 
as an excuse for inertia is 
thus utterly irresponsible. 

The fact <hat the premiers 
while certainly not blameless 
themselves, have to urge the 
federal government to take 
the lead in doing what could 
and should have been done at 
least a year ago, reveals the 
extent of the Trudeau re¬ 
gime’s responsobility. 

Anyway, Ottawa no longer 
has the “jurisdiction” excuse 
for not at least tryirg to cem- 
tain the blindly suicidal greed 
that is debasif^ our currency, 
strangling our exports and 
killihg jobs. 


Since people, despite some 
strong pressures (such as 
those from the trade uni^s), 
still had a reasonably 
choice in the 1974 dec 
wdl as ample opportunify 
assess Trudeau and his . ma¬ 
nipulation of power, the ul¬ 
timate responsibility fof the 
mess undeniably rests with 


the electorate. But it’s hard, 
and perhaps not quite fair, to 
blame the individual voter for 
letting himself be seduced by 
articulation of his own wish¬ 
ful thinking. Not everybody 
can be expected to see and 
understand the whole econom¬ 
ic picture of even the direct 
relationship betwe«i the pay 
hike he wants for himself and 
soaring inflation. 

It’s the politican, and par¬ 
ticularly the leaders of politi¬ 
cal parties, who should know, 
understand and have the in¬ 
tegrity to face problems 
squarely, honestly, fearlessly. 

Our system of representa¬ 
tive democracy not only can¬ 
not function properly but loses 


credibility and degenerates 
into free-for-all chaos when 
people^/ind they cannot trust 
and re[^)ect their chosen rep¬ 
resentatives. Pleasant decep¬ 
tions may win elections but 
the aftermath plays havoc 
with the whole system which 
rests on a bond of trust be¬ 
tween voters and those who 
seek to run public affairs. 
’Trudeau, whose forte is man- 
ipuiaiblon of voters’ fears, il¬ 
lusions. complacency and ig¬ 
norance, betrayed and by now 
all but ruined tiiat trust. 

’This hidden de^ damage, 
unmentioned by the premiers, 
is even more serious than the 
visible damage to the econ¬ 
omy that has prompted their 
belated urge to face reality.

Here the top deputies are 
going to be malting $66,000. 

In Washington, “supergrade 
public servants,* as they’re 
called there, the tc^ career

people, 14,600 of them, make 
but $36,000. 

In Ottawa we have periiaps 
1,000 “supergradere,’’ mem¬ 
bers of what the ^Hiblic 
service oommissiim calls “se¬ 
nior executives.” 

And their salary range is 
between $30,000 and $60,000, 
with the ceiling due for a lift¬ 
ing to the new $66,000 level. 

Catch is, the government’s 
very own salary advisory 
committee complained just 
the other day that, as it was 
phrased, “more than 58 per 
cent of the executives are in 
the top 40 per cent salary 
range.” 

Which has to mean that 
even more than 58 per cent of 
them are above the Unrated 
American public service exec¬ 
utive pegged at $36,000. 

Washington put e “freeze” 


on its public service salaries 
back in 1971, and the ice is 
only now starting to melt 
Under a new law, which 
President Ford suppe^d, 
American civil servants in 
October are to begin receiving 
annual “comparability pay 
adjustments,” intended, as It’s 
explained, “to bring federal 
salaries in line with those in 
the private sector.” 

Those 14,600 “super- 
graders” at the top $36,000 
will move to $38,000. 


But in Washington—and in 
some states of the union 
where the prime minister 
>vams we are pricing our¬ 
selves out of business — there 
are some questions about pay¬ 
ing even a senior bureaucrat 
$38,000. 

As Senator William Brock, 


a Republican from Tennessee, 
has been quoted as saying: 

“It’s going to be hard for 
me to tell the good people of 
Tennessee that they have to 
pay more taxes to give a se¬ 
nior civil service executive 
$38,000 a year. No one down 
there makes that kind of 
money.” 

But they do in Ottawa, Sen¬ 
ator Brock, and a good deal 
more than $38,000, as much, 
for a few of them, as $60,000. 

But the prime minister has 
said nqthing about that. 

Nor about the doubling of 
the staff of the public service 
in less than 10 years, or the 
100 per cent increase in the 
number of those toppaid se¬ 
nior bureaucrats. 

Maybe he didn’t mention it 
because if he had, we 
wouldn’t be blamed for pric¬ 
ing ourselves out of the mar¬ 
ket—but he and his govern¬ 
ment might.

lieved that so much con¬

UnderstandeMe though 
this is, it seems to me to ig¬ 
nore the fundamental Arab 
position. That is the demand 
for return of all the Arab 
lands occupied after the 1967 
war. Should we pay a price, 
the Arabs ask, to get back 
what is rlghfully ours? 

And it is this demand that 
makes any further long-term 
peace look, in a word, impoB- 
sible. For the Israelis, with 
their remarkable z«ai land ca¬ 
pacities, have been building 
on the occupied territories; 
kibbutz lin the Golan Heights, 
large ccaistruction in East 
Jerusalem, a whole complex 
in Sharm Ei-Shek, the outlet 
to the Red Sea. Any govern¬ 
ment in Jerusalem that pro¬ 
posed to give these territories 
would be.quickly repudiated. 

★ ★ ★ 

But another cause of uncer¬ 
tainty is the state of the Israe¬ 
li ecemomy. Immigration into 
the country is at the lowest 
point in five years and im¬ 
migration at the rate of 3 per 
cent of the population a year, 
is essential to growth and sta¬ 
bility. Emigration out of 
Israel was estimated in the 
last 12 months at 20,000, most¬ 
ly the young. 

Military and economic aid 
from the United States be¬ 
comes therefore of the first 
importance. The Rabin gov¬ 
ernment puts the figure at $3 
billion, or even $3.2 billion. 
This woitid include up to $350 
million as compensation for 
loss of the oil from the Abu 
Rudeis fields. The total would 
be divided between military 
end economic aid. 

, Kissinger has said Congress 
/Avill • belk ■ at sUch a figure. 
He has suggested a possible 
$2 billion. This is unlikely to 
satisfy Jerusalem nor will it 
be acceptable to the staunch 
adherents of Israel in the 
Senate and the House. 

As for Cairo, President 
Anwar Sadat cannot wait too 
long for some iheans to shore 
up his shaky economy and 
give his 30 million people 


some reason to believe their 
rising expectations will be 
met. A consortium of sorts is 
being put together by western 
nations with the United States 
assuming a leading role. 

★ ★ ★ 

'The Libyan fanatic, Muam- 
mar Quaddafi, is doing his 
best by one means and an¬ 
other to bring Sadat down. 
Syria’s President Hafez Assad 
will Icx^ with dark suspicion 
on the new disengagement 
agreement and Assad has a 
close tie with the Russians 
who have supplied him with 
quantities of advanced weap¬ 
ons. 

For Assad, disengagement 
on the GcHan Heights has first 
priority. This will be Kis¬ 
singer’s next undertaking and 
a more difficult one. While, 
since the fall of Vietnam, 
Americans have more and 
more turned away from 
foreign involvement, active 
concern with the fate of Israel 
continues high on the list, 
TTiat is ascribed in part at 
least to the Zionist lobby. 

A recent article in The Ne^v 
York 'Times gave details on . 
how Zionist activists, w'orking 
through sympathetic 
members of Cemgress, had 
blown the news of the impend¬ 
ing sale of Hawk misg^ to 
Jordan. Tliat put an end to 
the sale.

Jewish leaders reswit tiie 
use of the word lobby. They 
say the c<WKem expressed in 
opinion and in the halls .of 
Cbngress Is that of most 
Americans for a democratic 
state allied to the United 
States In the Middle East. 

The Arabs have nothing like 
such concerted support al¬ 
though, since the rise of the 
oil-producing states and the 
pole of oil, they have showm 
far more muscle. The mean- 
ace of another oil embargo 
sends shivers through West¬ 
ern Europe and Japan. 

The presence under the dis¬ 
engagement Americans, 

presumably civilians and vol¬ 
unteers, monitoring the dis¬ 
puted passes suggests a haz¬ 
ard to be aired in the debate 
over the new agreement. The 
suspicious will fear this as 
the camel’s nose under the 
tent; a parallel to the use of 
American logistic support 
troops in the first p)hase of the 
Vietnam involvement.

Prefab concrete panels often do not fit 


that a \isilor guided only by 
landmarks can get confused. 

The University of Moscow is 
the most visible and pres¬ 
tigious tower of this kind. 

Driving out of town along 
the wide tiee-planted avenues 
one comes first ujxjn tlie 
apartments built in the 1920s, 
many of brick, some with bal¬ 
conies and decorations. 

They become plainer and 
less well built the farther out- 
ohe goesi Long blocks of flats 
are repeated over and over. 

Finally, at the edge of the 
city, modern highrise con¬ 
crete construction takes over. 
For some 20 years or more, 
nothing else has been official¬ 
ly built in housing. 

From a distance some of 
these huge new housing 
blocks, indeed complete com¬ 
munities, look like marvelous 
futuristic visions of new 
towns. But upon closer inspec¬ 
tion they are put together so 
badly that often huge cracks 
show between concrete 
panels, leaks streak the sur¬ 
faces of brand-new buildings, 
and one wondere how long 
these buildings will last, con- 
sideaing the e.xtieme climate 
of Moscow. 

Clearly, the huge concrete 
panels that form the bulk of 
the high-rise construction 
often do net-fit, although the 
same building s^tem is used 
throughout the U.S.S.R. 

I mentioned this to tlie ar¬ 
chitects and plannei-s at tlie 
Architectural Association.’ 
They replied: "Yes, we know; 
it is a problem tliat we have 
yet to solve." Then they 
quickly add: "But the quality 
Is getting better now." 

Yet the newest buildings, as 
one can readily obser\'e, are. 
If anything, worse. For is- 
tance, in Tropaiova there are 
8e\'eral large construction 
sites. Huge ci'anes put tl]e 
massive precast concrete wall 
panels in place. Housipg 
blocks go up with great speed. 
Tliey are higher each year. 

The same apartment build¬ 
ings can be found outside of

Moscow is a brutal city. Its 
scale is monumentEd, de¬ 
signed to gigantic prt^portions, 
dwarfing people and making 
them feel insignificant. 

Monumentality in the built 
environment in a country 
where no private enterprise 
e.xists is an official e.xpressipn 
and one that dominates Mos¬ 
cow most of all. 

Moscow still is an un¬ 
finished city; building is a 
continuous activity. Only ar 
few months ago a complete 
rebuilding program of the 
Red Square was completed. 
Much of the heart of Moscow 
last year was hidden behind 
scaffolding with several 
major building projects under 
way. 

In turn, on the outskirts of 
the city, despite periodic 
decrees (some going back tn 
Stalin’s time) that- Moscow 
would not be allowed to grow', 
extensive housing construc¬ 
tion is under way. 

t^TioIe new settlements com¬ 
plete with all seiwices, 
schools, and shopping — con- 
necte<l by subway, trolleys, 
and buses to downtown*,— are 
being built, all by systems 
construction. As soon as a 
block is finished it is oc¬ 
cupied. 

Tlie waiting line of people 
who qualify for new' housing 
is seemingly limitless. A new 
decree, soon to be implement¬ 
ed. once more raises the man¬ 
datory building height of all 
apartment blocks by five 
storeys. There is no cither 
housing, of course. 

To get an apartment in 
Moscow is ex-tremely difficult, 
y HI are assigned an apart¬ 
ment only if you have a job - 
which deiiends on wlietlier ar 
not you have a skill or qualifi¬ 
cations that are needed. How¬ 
ever. co-operative apartments 
can be exchanged all over the 
c^ountry. They are one of the 
few investments that people 
c an make. Hc^wever, the most 
desirable place is always 
Moscow. 

Modem plumbing has been 
gradually installed in the 
older blocks that one can still 
find everywhere behind the 
ixTws of newer apartments 
facing the main avenues 
dow'ntown. 

Much of It will be replaced 
with ever higher new housing 
blocks, made of the same pre¬ 
fabricated^ concrete panels 
without human quality or indi¬ 
viduality. 

Driving along some of the 
main avenues — Gorky Pros- 
f)ect, for example — one can 
virtually see the development 
of Moscow. With a few excei> 
lions there are no higii-rise 
buildings In the central part 
of the city. Modem office 
towers, w'hich dominate all 
U.S. cities, are rare. Govern¬ 
ment offices are distributed 
all over Moscow and. of 
course, throughout the build¬ 
ings at tlie Kremlin. 

The huge bureaucracy, in¬ 
cluding a variety of govern¬ 
ment-owned corporations, is 
housed in traditional build¬ 
ings, many converted for of¬ 
fice use. 

A mixture • of Renaissance 
styling with Gothic spires is a 
favorite expression of pres¬ 
tigious government hierar¬ 
chies. Several such prominent 
buildings in different parts of 
the city look so much alike

ment and treatment were ob¬ 
vious. 

"If tlie Individual is a robot 
tlien it is unjust and unreason¬ 
able to punish him and such 
forced therapies as lobotomy 
and conditioning may be the 
only effective forms of treat¬ 
ment," McGrath said. 

"If he does have the power 
T)f self-determination then 
punishment may be justified, 
at l east if it has a salutory ef- 
^fect on future behavior, and 
treatment should aim at de¬ 
veloping self-control." 

Ethical considerations were 
international as well. What 
role would the criminal law 
play in dealing with world 
over-population? 

"The experts tell us <ftere 
soon will be more people on 
Earth than our food supply 
and our environment will sus^ 
tain." he noted. "Voluntary' 
restraints are obviously not 
working and coercion may be 
necessary." 

McGrath suggested develop¬ 
ment of a citizens’ code of re- 
.sponsibility in criminal justice 
to provide the moral under¬ 
pinning that had been lost. 

He also proposed develoiJ- 
ment of a code of ethics for 
the media "a code that 
might include some guides to- 
v\ards the control of violence 
displayed through the 
media." 

He said there was serious 
dangers in applying sin as the 
measure of a crime.

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Man wins plea for third chance 


Democracy is neither ap¬ 
proving nor defying the law, 
Judge ^’iHiam Ostler said 
Thursday in Victoria Provin¬ 
cial Court — it is obeying the 
law and "changing it by legit¬ 
imate political means.” ^ 

The judge’s definition of de¬ 
mocracy came when he sen¬ 
tenced David Ronald Robert 
Wright, 644 Linden, manager 
of a Victoria club, and a 
"man of ob\iotJs talent," for 
his third narcotics conviction 
in slightly more than five 
years. 

The prosecution and a prf)- 
bation report recommended 
Wright should go to jail but 
Ostler decided against it. In¬ 
stead, Wright’s possession of 
about 14 ounces of^'marijuana 
June 12 at his residence 
brought a fine of 5750., si.\ 
months’ probation and an 
r)rder for 100 hours of commu¬ 
nity service work. 


It was the first tinie since 
the community service worts 
order became a part of sen¬ 
tencing last winter that the 
unofficial piaximum of 100 
hours had been levied in adult 
couit. 

Wright, who pleaded guilty 
July 30, had been put cm two 
years’ probation Feb. 13, 1970, 
for possession of marijuana 
for trafficking and W'as fined 
5500 and given & similar pro¬ 
bation term July 27, 1972, for 
lx>ssession of hashish. 

'Phe 1970 sentence, levied in i 
Victoria County Court, was 
believed to have been die first 
probation allowed in Greater 
Victoria in a case of posses¬ 
sion of a narcotic for traffick¬ 
ing. 

In tlie latest case, defence 
lawyer David Lisbon present¬ 
ed character evidence to show 
Wright was a good business¬ 


man and helped the communi¬ 
ty through a softball league 
and other efforts. He also said* 
Wright did not u.se " hanler 
di-ugs. 

Ostler said the )>robation i 
lecommendation lor a jail 
tenn was pix>bably coirect j 
but he would give Wright ".on- 
other chance because I think ' 
you’ve come to your senses.’’ 

Ostler said a great many ' 
Canadians oppose marijuana i 
laws but democracy is "gov¬ 
ernment by the people” where i 


elected representatives make 
law s and all the i)eople have a 
duty'to tybey those lawi? and, 
if they wish, try to change 


them by legitimate political 
means. 

"That’s democracy* not 
doing wliat you like,” he said.

The recent opening of Victoria s Speedy Muffler 
King brings the total of the.muffler centres owned by 
Jerry Mandel, and his partner Sel Serber. to 67.

A second resurgence 
started-,when the Lions got Joe Kapp, Willie Fleming, Tom 
Brown, Tom Hintcm and some other good ones together to 
bring conference championships in 1963 and 1964 and a win in 
the second Grey Cup tiy. There w-as understandable specula¬ 
tion about a dynasty, but the Lions missed the playoffs with a 
6-9-1 effort in 1965, and in the nine years following their 
impressive Grey Cup victory they won 45 games, lost 93 and 
tied six. Their only playoff in that stretch came because in 
1973 a 5-9-2 record w as good enough for third place. 

Eagle Keys was hired away from Saskatchewan Rough- 
riders in 1971, and while he managed the goal set for himself 
only because the Lions lucked into the playoffs in his third 
season, he seemed to have it all together last season when 
the Lions rolled to an 8-4 record, and looked like Grey Cup 
material doing it. But they finished 8-8. lost in the conference 
semi-final and now they’re back in quicksand with Keys and 
general-manager Jackie Parker drawn under and the future 
assuming an all-too-familiar look. 

★ ★ ★ ' 

You have to wonder why. O'er the yeai's, as rival rosters 
continually attest, the Lions have perhaps brought in more 
good players than any club in the CPT., And it’s a reasonable 
assumption that the coaching ability of their coaches over the 
first 21 years has at least been of league average. But only 
the Toronto Argos have managed to stay with the Lions in the 
art of getting so little out of so much. 

Althou^ few fans are likely to agree, the Lions haven’t 
done that badly in acquiring quarterbacking talent. The sig¬ 
nal-calling position has been a problem since 1965 largely 
because of (a) w'hat could be called a policy decision (b) an 
error in judgment, or something, and (c) injuries. 

The decision which turned things around came when the 
Lions were in the pix>cess of immediately reclaiming the me¬ 
diocrity which was theirs before their successi\e cham¬ 
pionship seasons. It happened when Kapp went out on the 
town between games of the crucial eastern trip and head 
coach Dave .Skrien oveiTuled assistant Frank J^nston and 
took no disciplinary action. Skrien lost control of his club, 
and then his .job, and the flamboyant and now unmanageable 
Kapp w as lost the next year. 

Then, after Paul Brothers had spent three disheartening 
seasons tr>ing to prove to unbelieving fans that he could 
beaojne a winning quarterback, bungling in Toronto allowed 
the Lions to acquire Tom Wilkinson in 1971. Keys had 
Moorhead tabbed as his quarterback of the future, and tiie 
Toronto veteran seemed to be the man needed as Moorhead 
went tiirough the learning process his position demands. 
However, the Lions had also signed Don Bunce, and when the 
time for decision came they rel^sed Wilkinson. They deny 
that,Bunce had a no-cut contract and claim that the decision 
was based on a medical report wliich said that Wilkinson had 
a knee probleip which made him a bad risk. But whatever 
the troth, it was a grievous mistake. 

And then came the series of injuries which just might 
mean the end of Moorhead’s career. The University of 
Michigan alumnus has been amazingly injury-prone, but all 
seemed well for a stretch last year when his quarterbacking 
led the Lions back into the limelight. However, he was 
.sidlined before tlie season ended, and now he’s recuperating 
from another knee operation and the Lions are w^ondering if 
Pete Liske can find enough of his old ability to fill the gap 
temporarily. 

★ ★ ★ 

In all fairness, the Lions under Keys might have made it 
all the way but for W’hat has really been an unusual string of 
injuries, but even a legitimate excuse doesn’t do much for the 
Lions. Thedr past record doesn’t allow for excuses, and they 
bumbled again with their graceless, and faceless, sacking of 
Ke>'s after announcing he wxxdd complete the season. 

And that’s the way it has almost always been since 1954. 
Players and coaches have failed, but the big failure is up top. 
The Lions have always operated on the premise that spending 
a lot of money for plaj^g talent would bring winners. In 
their pre-occupation with trying to find a super-star for every 
position they have been guilty of neglecting solid building for 
quick and haphazard repairs. Theirs has been a history of ex¬ 
pediency. and another reas<m they have shown so little stabil¬ 
ity is what is an almost amazing propensity for acquiring, 
and too often keeping, players with life styles which bring 
considerabie off-field notoriety, and who, to put it kindly, are 
not exactly stable tyjies. 

But the biggest rap against the club is that in 22 years it 
hasn’t been able to establish a club tradition or pride. That’s 
what inspires loyalty and effort and brings success, and in 
any organization it has to come from the top. The Lions, now 
chronic losers, are typical of what happens when it isn’t 
there.

Cameron said firefighters 
agreed to arbitration as it 
was “the best road” to Van¬ 
couver parity.

A Victoria astrologer has 
rharged a group of 186 promi¬ 
nent scientists with failing to 
“sec be>-ond the end of their 
phj'sical noses.” 

The scientists, including 18 
Nobel Prize winners, have 
signed a statement condemn¬ 
ing asti-ologers as “charla¬ 
tans” and saying thei-e is no 
scientific foundation to the an¬ 
cient * belief. 

Am >ng tliose signii^ the 
document u’as Stanford Uni¬ 
versity's I>r. Linus Pauling, 
a double Nobel laureate. 

Many of the scientists were 
astronomers, and their state¬ 
ment was printed in the latest 
issue of The Humanist maga¬ 
zine published six times a 


year by the American Hu¬ 
manist Association. 

But 29-year-old .NJuk- 
McLaughlin, a working a.strol- 
oger whj's hoping to get a 
loi’al astrology club started in 
Victoria, has described this 
statemenV as so much 
“venom.’’ 

McLaughlin says their rea¬ 
son for making the statement 
must have been “their fear of 
inadequacy” because they 
can’t c*omprehend something 
they can’t physically hold, 
weigh or measure. 

“'They can’t see beyond the 
end of their physical noses,” 
the local astrologer told the 
Colonist. 

Astrologers, said McLaugh¬ 


lin. are not concerned with 
the physical pivpcrties of the 
planets. Their inteiest is 
incta|)bysical. the energy 
which “emanates through the 
planet’’ from the Creator. 

He would like to know 
whether any of the signatories 
to the statement believed in 
Cc:'. 

If they did. he cjuUi only 
note: “You haven’t seen IPm, 
you haven’t weighed Him, you 
haven’t mcasui*cd H’m.” 

McLaughlin said astrology 
is a {Toort tool to understand 
the workings of the universe 
and why “some children come 
into the Earth w'ith full bodies 
and minds” and others “come 


deformed, maimed and crip- 
pleti.” 

And he continued: “Mela- 
plij’sically speaking, astrolo¬ 
gers learn the rhythm of the 
sun and planets in relation to 
the individual i>erson.” 

A.>Pologcrs hell) peo|ilc live 
in harmony with Uicir uni- 
\''r.sc. he claimed, and al- 
Ih myh n .tiling hupper»i by ac¬ 
cident it helt;s to be preptued. 

“You can’t slot) th? rain but

Mc!..aughlin gives individual 
leadings charging for a 
two-hour session and interpre- 
l;'tlon.

However, .the scientists’ 
otalemcnl said “it is simply a 
mistake to imagine that the 
forces exerted by stars and 
planets at the moment of 
biiih tan shafic our fu-. 
t'ire . . .“ 

“One would imagine, in this 
day of widespread enlighten¬ 
ment and education, that it 
would be unnecessai7 to‘de¬ 
bunk Ijeliefs based on magic 
and sii|>erstition. 

“Yet. acceptance of asfruk^ 
gy pervades modem society. 
We are esi)eciaHy disturbed 
by the continued uncritical 
dissemination of astrological 
charts, foretasts and horo- 
scoiies by the media and by 


oUieiwise-iYputable news- 
papei-s, magazines and book 
publishers. 

“This can Only contribute to 
the growth of in'ationalism 
and obscurantism. We believe 
that the time has come to 
challenge directly, and force¬ 
fully. the pi-elentious claims 
of astrological charlatans.” 

.McLaughlin himself says 
that newspa{)er horoscopes 
are “misleading” in the sense 
that you can’t lump all people 
with the same astrological 
sign together. 

However, for those bom 
around sunrise the horosco|>es 
will prove useful. 

“You arc going to aijpease 


some souls Uiat are going to 
read that paiier.” And that, 
notes McLaughlin, is better 
than nothing. 

The scientists, howev'cr. say 
peoide believe in astrology be¬ 
cause of the need for-comfort 
and guidance in “unceriam 
limes.” 

“They would like to believe 
in a destiny predetermined by 
astral forces beyond their 
control: 

“However, we must all face 
the world, and w'e must real¬ 
ize.that our futures lie in our¬ 
selves and not in the stars.” 

McLaughlin, meanwhile, in¬ 
sists that the proof is in the 
pudding: Astrology works.

To the end of 1974, more 
than 4.000 wood foundations 
have been Ivuilt in the U.S. 
and more than 600 in Canada. 

The wood to be used in the 
foundations is pressure-treat¬ 
ed with chemical preserva¬ 
tives w'hich permanently im¬ 
pregnate the wood cells to 
make the wood resistant to 
decay organisms and ter¬ 
mites.

Co-op housing is a form of 
housing representing a mid¬ 
way ix)int between renting 
and owning a home. It is 
being heavily subsidized by 
senior governments.

In an interview later she 
said the province’s archives 
had no record of any Chinese 
or native Indian w’omen. 

“There was no information 
at all about Uiese women,” 
she said. “That Is tragic and 
it is one of the things w’e want 
to correct.”

Wednesday they had no idea 
where the schooner was and 
acknowledged that it could 
still be in Canadian waters. 

The TO-foot sailing vessel 
was ordered out after it sur¬ 
prised Canadian 9 f[icials last 
week by sailing into Resolute 
in search of supplies. 


It was about 350 miles west 
of the limit the Canadian gov¬ 
ernment had imposed on the 
ship’s activities, Polish press 
reports earlier this year said 
the captain, kpown only as 
Captaj^p Bugucki here, wanted 
to emulate the feat of. Nor¬ 


way’s Roald Amsjndsen who 
sailed through the Northwest 
Passage early in the century. 

The defence department 
said fog and low clouth since 
Saturday have prevented any 
attempt to search for the ves¬ 
sel, described as so small it 




would appear to be just an 
iceberg on radar. 

Defence and external af¬ 
fairs spokesmen said the ship 
and its company of adventur¬ 
ers seems to pose no threat 
eit^r to Canadian sovereign¬ 
ty or security. It appears to 


be simply on an adventure, 
they said.

NEW YORK, N.Y.—Tanya 
Tucker is not your everyday 
16-year«kl country-music- 
Icwer. 

Tanya Tucker is a star — a 
bona-fide country-and-westem 
veteran, with a following that 
stretches from the banjo-pick¬ 
ing backwoods to the slick so¬ 
phistication of Nashville, Los 
Angeles, and New York. 

Since she started singing, 
.Somewhere around the age o# 
eight, she has seen her 
records climb to the top d the 
charts, played as many as 200 
one-night stands In a year, 
and appeared on nationwide 
'network TV. 

She has even realized the 
^ultimate fantasy d pc^ular 
'Singers everywhere — her 
‘picture blazoned across the 
.-cover of Rolling Stone maga- 
■ *ine, soulful eyes and pretty 
lace gazing out over a one-in- 
a-million caption: "Hi, I’m 
Tany Tucker, I’m IS, you’re 
gonna hear from me!” 

^To her countless fans, 
Tanya — pronounced Taaan- 
ya, as in “tan your hide”—is 
the behingly energetic voice 
and junior-miss image behind 
such hits as Delta Dawn. 
Jamestown Ferry and Blood 
Red and Going Down. 

In ])erson and up close, she 
is a businesslike young 
woman of straight-forward 
ap|)earance and no-nonsense 
manner. On her 16th birthday 
she signed with a new record 
label — MCA — and since 
then she has thrown all the 
e.vperience of her few (but ac¬ 
tion-packed) years into pro¬ 
moting her songs, her discs, 
and her career. 

Like many another country 
singer. Tanya questions the 
traditional division between 
country and oppular music. 
The important thing is to 
sing, she feels, regardless of 
material. And she shows her 
great lov’e for vocalizing in a 
charming way — by interrup¬ 
ting herself now and again 
with little musical asides. So 
a minute of Tanya’s conversa- 
ticffi might go something like 
this: 

‘‘Country and pop music are 
separate now, l^t only to a 
certain extent. I started out 
country and was promoted 
country, so now people just 
think ‘country.’ But I like to 
sing other songs, too (here 
she closes her eyes and does- 
just that, with a line or two 
from You Are So Beautiful). 

"I like to do a little bit of 
everything (the eyes close 
again as “You are the sun¬ 
shine of my life . . .’’creeps 
^melodiously out) and be able 
to get by doing it (“Mistenr 
Boooojanglesssss ...”). I 
don’t want to be confined to 
one certain kind of music. I 
love all music (“You’ve lost 
diat lovin’ feelin’ . . .”).But I 
guess country is my roots. 
There’s nobody I’d rather sit 
down and listen to for eight 
• hours than Merle Haggard.” 

Tanya’s early years in Wil¬ 
cox, Arizona, might have had 
something to do with her 
basic country-and western 
leanings. She decided to be¬ 
come a .singer “when I was 
about eight. I guess. I wanted 
to be*one from the first time I 
can remember, and I just 
kinda gradually got into it. 

“I just kept singing, and my 
family moved to various 
places while I tried to get 
started. I’d sing talent shows, 
^bars, clubs, beauty pageants, 
lany place I could get in. It 
\wa8 in small enough towns so 
^verybody knew me.”

olds have the kind of voice I 
had at that time,” she recalls. 
“It was a strong voice.” 

Its strength pai doff when 
the 'Tuckers moved to Las 
Vegas, and Tanya’s father in¬ 
terested a songwriter and 
some record producers in a 
demonstration disc she had 
cut. By early 1972, Tanya was 
in Nashville recording Delta 
Dawn. 

To Tanya, success seems 
like a combination of very 
hard woric and something a 
lot like magic. “I wasn’t bold 
at all. I wasn’t a bold kid. like 
‘I wanna sing!’ But I’d sing if 
they w’anted me to. . . .” And 
^ant her to they did. 

Tanya is self-conscious 
about her lack of “boldness.” 
and isn’t really sure how she 
manages to combine inner 
shyness with a confident on¬ 
stage appearance. “I don’t 
know,” she admits. “When 
I’m on stage I’m a different 
person. When I’m on stage I 
think I can find my feelings in 
a song . . . because then it’s 
just me and the song.” 

She admits that some peo¬ 
ple have remarked more fa¬ 
vorably on her stage work 
than on her recordings. But, 
she says. “This is better than 
people saying I can only sing 
in a recording studio, not in 
person.” 

Personaly, Janya feels siic 


is ab^mt the same” on stage 
and on discs. But she ac¬ 
knowledges sometimes having 
to record a sOTg that she 
doesn’t yet know- thoroughly, 
and says she can “put more 
oomph into it on stage, if I’ve 
got the right feeling. The 
lights and the sound system 
and the band are very impor¬ 
tant. ...” 

As for selecting songs. “My 
producer chooses my materi¬ 
al. Snuff Garrett.” Tanya 
helps by expressing her o(vn 
preferences. She gets songs 
from other singers, off the 
radio, “everything. Anything. 
If I like something. I want to 
record it.” 

Tanya’s schedule varies 
from month to month, with 
the busiest time being sum¬ 
mer “when there’s a lot of 
parks and stuff.” Her busy 
career has taken a toll in 
terms of schooling. 

“I don’t go,” says Tanya. 
"I quit about two years ago. 
But I’ll probably take it Back 
up. I’ve told everybody in the 
last 800 inter\'iews that I was 
gonna take it up. so ... I’ll 
probably get a tutor, or corre¬ 
spondence or something.” 

Interestingly, her absence 
from school doesn’t bother 
Tanya. “I don’t miss it. I 
liked school and everything, 
and I encourage it for every¬ 
body. But if you can’t go. you 
can’t go. At this point, I think 


the career comes first. You 
can only have a career when 
opportunity knocks on the 
door, and you gotta take off.’’ 

Though Tanya is one. of the 
youngest stars in the busi¬ 
ness. she hopes her music is 
not listened to with unusual 
expectations because she is a 
mere 16 years old. Certainly 
she takes it all in stride: 
“Maybe because I’m younger 
and I’ve got a strong voice 
for a 16-year-old, it tfaesn’t 
seem all that diffcii-ent to me 
— though maybe it does ft*- 
other joet^le.” 

In any event, for Tanya the 
show'-biz life “is natural. it’s_ 
w’hat I want to do.” Yet her 
ta%tes remain dowTvto-earth. 
"As far as any special kind of 
living is concern^, farm liv¬ 
ing is for me. ... I’m sort of 
a John Denver type. I think ^ 
that’s outasight. . . 

“But i couldn’t live in the 
country, solid, either where 
it’s really country. I’m 30 
miles from town” at the cur¬ 
rent Tucker residence outside 
Nashville. “That’s not bad. 
But if I lived 80 miles from a 
big birport, that would be 
bad. Still, I enjoy the country 
because j love Dorses, and — 
the private life.” 

Tanya’s life is rarely very 
private off the rancho these 
days — especially when she’s 
appearing in coast-tocoast 
television. Her experience as 


a 'TV personality is growing, 
and she finds this both dif¬ 
ficult and rewarding. 

She plans to continue work¬ 
ing at success “because I 
don’t w'ant to have to worr>’ 
all my life about being able to 
buy something and pay for it 
I want to be relaxed and have 
a relaxed mind, and have a 
place where I can go, a kind 
of retreat — that’s what I’m 
working for. Also I want to 
get my family set up . . 

Ai>i for the most part, she 
loves every bit of it. “Like 
any jol} it gets boring some¬ 
times,” she says. “But most 
of th e time it’s pretty exciting 
life. And that’s how come I 
like it .

Garden notes 


Yesterday we discussed the 
digging up, dividing and re¬ 
planting of overgrown and 
congested clumps of peonies, 
an operation which shouldn't 
be performed more than once 
every four years. Peonies 
always bloom much more 
freely w’hen allowed to go 
their own way, settling down 
comfortably in the one spot 
until the clumps get too big 
and floppy and most of the 
goodness in the soil has been 
exhausted. ^ 

One symptom of congested 
growth and exhausted soil is 
when cut flowers shed their 
petals after only a day in 
water. 

t should point out here that 
the planting instructions I 
gave yesterday aw^ly not only 
tG| the divisions from your old 
peony chimps, but also to 
newly purchased peony roots, 
and I do hop you will be buy¬ 
ing and setting out some of 
these glorious plants this fall. 

It is possible to order your 
peony roots by the color of the 
bloom, specifying pink, white 
or red, but purchased in this 
way you will be getting only 
the commonest kinds — .types 
seen in almost every garden 
— and I think it is much bet¬ 
ter to order your peonies by

name. A named peony is a 
plant w’ith a pedigree — a 
thoroughbred and an aristo¬ 
crat amcmg plants. For your_. 
information, here are a few of^ 
my own favorites: 

FESTIVA MAXIMA - This 
is one of the oldest named 
varieties, for it is 117 years 
since it was bred and raised 
from seed, and it has been 
propagated ever since by root 
divisiOT; any plant that can 
keep going for over a century 
without an infusion of new 

blood has got to be inherently 
strong and vigorous. 

It is a white T>€ony with 

flecks of crimson on the 

centre petals, very large and 
,a» round as a grapefruit. One 
small fault is a tendency to 
floppiness, and I find it neces¬ 
sary to stake it with one of 
those hoop gadgets around its 
middle to suiHX)rt the outer 
stems. 

MONS. JULES EUE — A 
beautiful silvery pink flow-er 
somewhat pointed in the 

centre, coming into bloom 
earlier in the year than most 
kinds and iasting a long time 
in water. 

FELIX CROUSSE — Tliis is 
about the reddest of all the 
red peonies, a brilliant crim¬ 
son with large, globe-shaped 


blooms. It is a strong grower, 
needing no staking, and with 
exquisite fr^rance. 

ALBERT CROUSE - Bred 
and introduced in France in 
the year 1893, Albert Crousse 
makes a very large, beautiful¬ 
ly rounded. flower in a fresh 
salmon pink shade. It is 
sweetly fragrant, and is one 
of the last peonies in our gar¬ 
den to bloom. I consider this 
an advantage, for it keeps the 
peony show going after the 
early blixls have packed up 
for the season. 

LAURA DESSERT — For 
many years the plant 
breeders and hybridizer have 
been attempting to produce a 
yellow herbaceous peony, and 
Liiura Dessert is one of their 
accomplishments. While not a 
true butter yellow, it opens a 
lemon yellow* in the centre, 
blending to pink at the outer 
edges — a lovely thing. I have 
had good reports on two other 
“yellow's” — Ciolden Bracelet 
and Primevere — but I 
haven’t actually seen them 
yet. 

KARL ROSENFELD — The 
darkest of the reds, providing 
a w-elcome contrast to the 
light pastel shades. It Is a 
strong grower, brilliant and 


showy, but unfortunately 
without any scent. 

SARAH BERNHARDT — 
Another old-timer, dating 
back to 1906, and by far the 
most popular peony in our 
garden for cutting. It bears 
large, beautifully shaped 
blooms in an apple-blossom 
pink shade, and is generous to 
a fault; I have cut as many 
as 19 glorious blooms from 
one single elderly plant. 
Sarah Bernhardt has consid¬ 
erably more fraigrance tlian* 
most peonies and lasts a long 
time in water. 

LE CYGNE - The Swan is 
an unpredictable peony, grow¬ 
ing well in one garden and 
failing miserably in another, 
and for no perceptible reason. 
Because of this, it is rather 
hard to find, as most com¬ 
mercial growers haven’t the 
time or the iiatience to fuss 
w ith lemi>eramental stars. 

But the American Peony So¬ 
ciety gives Le Cygne the 
highest rating of any peony 
grown — a rating of 9.9 on a 
scale in which a score of 10 
repre.sent8 the impossibly per¬ 
fect flower. The flowers are 
breathtaking in their delicate 
lovelie — a pure milk 
loveliness — a pure milk 
w’hite with incur\’ed petals.

Visiting journalists, as I have noted 
here a number of times, have almost 
always given Los Angeles poor marks. 
Their perceptions of our city are so 
hasty, shallow', hackneyed and provin¬ 
cial that it seems to a native as if they 
hadn’t come here at all, but cribbed 
their pieces from a catechism written 
in jest by Herb Caen of the San Fran¬ 
cisco Chronicle in the 1940s. 

I have always enjoyed such reports 
because they are not only funny, espe¬ 
cially when serious, but also welcome, 
because the worst they can do is per¬ 
suade the wretched masses of other 
cities that this is not Utopia after all, 
and keep them from our gates. 

So it is refreshing but also unsettling 
to find an Englishman, Ian Dunlop, tell¬ 
ing his readers in the Evening Standard 
that Los Angeles is not only attractive, 
but pertiai>s as good a place to live as 
London, depending on what you want. 

’The clipping of his article, "Love 
London. Love L.A.,’’ was sent to me by 
a Los Angeles friend, A1 Hix, who is liv¬ 
ing and working in London, just as 
Dunlop lived and worked for a time in 
Los Angeles. 

For the first time, Dunlop notes at 
the outset, his London friends are tak¬ 
ing seriously the idea that life might be 
supfwrtable somewhere else, whereas a 
year ago they talked only of the Test 
Match, Wimbledon and the price of pet¬ 
rol. He compares London and Los an- 
geles point for point, scoring his inner 
debate as if it wert a tennis match. 

Thus, on the cost of living, he re¬ 
ports that food, drink lodging and trans¬ 
portation are higher in London, and 
gives the first point to Los Angeles — 
15-love.

London gains a point for its news¬ 
papers and television, and makes it 
30-all with its better restaui'ants (ex¬ 
cept (or hamburger joints). 

Los Angeles goes to 40-30 for better 
roads and driving, and on tliis point 
Dunlop is among the few critics who 
have broken through the myths: "Mov¬ 
ing around Los Angeles is extremely 
easy. There are few jams. The free¬ 
ways. contrary to much of the nonsense 
that was been written about them, have 
a beauty of their own and make the 
vastness of Ix)s Angeles manageable — 
try driving in London for a drink in 
Parsons Green and dinner in Islington. 
The standard of diiving in California is 
much higher and much better dis¬ 
ciplined." Los Angtles, 40-30. 

One of the few calls I feel inclined to 
question is on games. We found Los An¬ 
geles golf and tennis clubs too crowded 
and too expensive, w'hich I’m sure is 
true, but added, "as for spectator sport 
there is no equivalent of Lord’s, Wimb¬ 
ledon and Wembley," Deuce. 

On girls, his comment is succinct.

London wins a point for its museums 
and galleries and another for its conver¬ 
sation and parties. "Much better here,” 
Dunlop says. "Londoners seem better 
educated, better read and better in¬ 
formed than Angelinos, and wittier. 
Panties in Los Angeles tend to form 
along occupational lines and tliere is 
not much cross-fertilization between 
ag^groups and people in big business, 
movies, politics and art. Parties tend to 
be informal, held at floor-level as op¬ 
posed to table-level, and the California 
veneration for casualness makes for 
boring conversation." Advantage Lon¬ 
don. 

Los Angeles makes it deuce again on 
its comparative freedom from class 
consciousness, but London rises above 
our denim craze with "clothes that are 
more expensive but more imaginative 
and better cut." Advantage Lmdon. 

Los Angeles seems very close to los¬ 
ing the game here, but we are saved by 
our weather. Deuce. 

I can’t very well dash out on the 
court to challenge Mr. Dunlop. I have 
never been to I-<ondon. But if the girls 
are prettier and the convei-sation wit¬ 
tier. I intend to go next spring. 

Until then, Mr. Dunlop, the game is 
at deuce.

TORONTO (CP) — NaUonal 
Hockey League officials, with 
blessing from the players, 
now have the means at their 
disposal to abort any crowd 
scenes with players after 
making contentious penalties 
calls this season. 

And, outside of numbers, 
the only other lettering on 
uniforms will be a C, desig¬ 
nating the team captain. 

Scotty Morrison. NHL re- 
feree-in-chief, made known 
the new rule changes Wednes¬ 
day, empliasizing that even 
the captain’s powers of appeal 
after questionable calls are li¬ 
mited 

"This is the most challeng¬ 
ing change to the rules in a 
long time,’’ Morrison claimed. 
"AH alternate captains have 
been eliminated and only ihe 
captain, ^d^en in\ited to do 
so, shall have the power to 
discuss points relating, to in¬ 
terpretation of the rules." 

Any player, including the 
captain, wiio \1olates this 
point is subject to a miscon¬ 
duct penalty and further bad¬ 
gering of the referee will re¬ 
sult in a game misconduct 
under the heading, "abuse of 
officials.’’ 

‘There’ll be no more sur¬ 
rounding the referee by team 
captains, alternates and ev¬ 
erybody else,’’ Morrison said. 
"It was completely accepted 
by the players and endorsed 
by the general managers.” 

In instances where the cap¬ 
tain is either incapacitated or 
in the penalty box. a team 
will be allowed to designate 
an alternate. 

"We think it will finish the 
harassment of officials by a 
captain and a couple of alter¬ 
nates,” said the NHL official. 

"It has all been resolved at 
our rules conference and 
we’re happy to know that it 
was accept^ by the players.”

President Francisco da 
Costa Gomes has asked G^n- 
calves and his outgoing gov¬ 
ernment to remain in office 
until a new government is 
formed, the president’s office 
said. 

Goncalves was fired a week 
ago, named armed forces 
commander-in-chief and suc¬ 
ceeded as prime minister by 
former na%y commander 
Adm. Jose Pinheiro de Azeve- 
do. But Azevedo has failed so 
far to form a government.
